to think “mothers” lived without 
eating as well as without sleeping. 
I saw that you were taken up with 
supplying others with what they 
wished for, before they had time 
to find out themselves. ‘What ele¬ 
gant manners!’ I used to feel, and 
80 resolved to do so, too.” 

Children’s minds are like sensi¬ 
tized plates, and those about them 
little realize the ineffaceable im¬ 
pressions they are daily receiving. 
Happy is the child who can find in 
the home circle, pure and lofty 
ideas of daily living.—Good House¬ 
keeping.
